find  work.  I  obtained  e^loyment  with 
the  Japanese  as  a  cappenter  at  a  salary 
of  f.0.80  per  day.  From  this  money  I 
had  to  pay  all  asy  expenses.  8  days  later 
I  tas  arrested  during  my  work  and  to¬ 
gether  with  4C0  men  embarked  on  a  large 
ship.  L  weak  later  we  disembarked  at 
IoJCASSAR.  Four  of  our  men  died  during 
the  Journey,  "a  received  only  one  meal 
a  day  and  one  cup  of  drinking  water. 

In  i-~Civ33AR  I  nas  made  shlps-carpentar 
and  was  paid  f.1.25  per  day.  I  had  to 
pay  all  my  expenses)  medical  treatment 
only  was  free  of  charge.  I  had  to  work 
from  7  a.m.  till  5  P»«n.  I  have  never 
had  a  dey  off.  I  wea  beaten  with  a 
rattan  stick  once,  in  such  a  way  that 
ny  whole  right  hand  was  swollen,  I  could 
not  work  for  2  months  and  I  received  no 
payment  during  that  time.  I  know  that 
14  of  our  men  died  of  beriberi  and 
starvation.  As  I  could  not  live  on 
f«l»25  a  day,  I  had  to  work  on  in  the 
evening  to  earn  more  money.  I  frequently 
loaged  complaints  with  the  Japanese  head 
of  the  ship-yard,  concerning  the  low 
salary,  but  without  results  however. 

Twice  I  hove  written  home  via  the  post- 
office  and  received  a  reply  once. 

Do  you  know  other  particulars 
that  might  be  of  inportance 
to  Justice?  !To, 
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After  the  above  questions  and  answers  are  read  to  witaess 
clearly  and  slowly,  translated  in  the  Japanese  lan^xage  by  the  sworn 
interpreter,  witness  declares  to  adhere  to  his  statement  and  not  to 
wish  that  anything  should  be  added  to  it  or  changed  in  it,  as  proof 
whereof  he  signs  his  statement.
